The Carnegie company has decided to 
evict the Hungarians and Poles who oc- 
cupy the twenty-five company houses on 
Shanty hill, Just back of General Snow- 
dsa's headqnarters. The writs will be 
served tomorrow morning and these ten- 
ants will then have ten di^ in which to 
move. The heads of these fiinilies are 
day laborers in the mill and are now on 
• •trUce. Just what will become of these 
ftandlies when th«y are thrown out of 
doon is not known as there are not 
twenty-flve vacant housee in Homestead 
wUoh they can obtain. The company 
taiteod to use the houses for non-union 
men as they are within the lines of 
Oamp Blaok and will be safe from mo- 
lestation as long as the military remain. 
A report reached Homestead yesterday 
that Mr. An^bew Carnegie had decided 
to sail for America, and take a hand in 
settling the present difficulties. Super- 
intendent Potter and other ofilcers of 
the Carnegie comuuuy deny it emphat- 
ically. They said Mr. Carnisgie had not 
the slightest intentioa- of returning to 
America for some time. 

Hugh Dempeey, master workman of 
District Assembly No. », Knights of La- 
bor, said that the Kmghts of Xabor will 
take up the cause of the Homestead 
men, and assist them in every way that 
is correct, and added that the fight vrill 
no longer be a local one, but that every 
great labor organisation in the country 
will take pa^rt in it. Three hundred 
strikers, formerly in the mechanical de- 
partment ot the Homestead works, se>- 
cured work this nwiirBhitf In laying ud 
grading the tracks of the Psnnqrivania 
raUroaa, at Milvale. near Pittsburg. 



CARNEGIE'S OTHER WORKS. 

What the Coiupaii}' Pr<ipo«e» Uoing In 
th* Naar Future. 

PiTTSBURO, July 28.— There is every 
indication that the Carnegie company 
proiKwes to start np its mills at Law- 
reucevilU' before many days. The 
natitral j?as is hnrnin^ in the furnafes 
and several car loudH of billets are Iw- 
ing daily received and stacked in the 
mul Kfounds. The sympathetic strikers 
have doubled their pickets, and lx)th tlie 
land and river entrances to the mills 
are bein^ watched. 

Half a dozen strangers attempted to 
reach the gates yesterday with the view 
of applying for work, but they were in- 
tercepted by the strikers, and after a 
Inief parley they agreed not to persist in 
thdrmtention for the present. The)- 
■semed to have come from Baltimore of 
their own volition. The Carnegie com- 
pany is said to have rei'eived a larKe 
number of iq;>plicatiuns tor positions 
from men now employed at the Black 
Diamond steel works and Clark's solar 
iron works. 

The anplication for the releases on 
bail of Hngh O'Donnell and Ross was 
mikie yeMmlay before Judge Mivgee. 
If, noKrever, Diatrict Attorney Bnrleij?h 
is Inclined to be less good natured than 
he was in the case of Burgess McLuckie,

C'aruecin Can Not lie Kxtriidlted. 
Boston, July 22.— General Butler, In 
speaking of the Homestead troubles, 
says regarding the admittins to bail in a 
case where a murder was charged, that 
although bail is not as a rule allowed, 
still it was a matter wholly within the 
discretion of the courts. As to the ex- 
tradition of Andrew Carnegie, General 
Butler said he could not see how a man 
could be taken in a foreign country for 
acts said to have been done in t'nis coun- 
try in his absence. The general was 
very strong in expressing his eonviction 
that legislation should be nad that 
would cause the disbandmeut of the 
Pinkertons and the prevention of such 
riots hereafter. Personally, he has had 
no oorrespondenoe vrith the strikers, and 
has heaid nothing wh&tever ai to Us b»- 
ing engaged as counsel.

Orover Cleveland and Adiai K. Stevensiin

New York, July 22.— Grover Cleve- 
land and Adlai E. Stevenson were tend- 
ered a reception last night by the Saga- 
more dub, of Harlem. It was a great 
time for the people of that portion of 
the city, and not a single Democrat of 
any note in tha annexed district was 
absent. 

Fully 8,000 persons gathered in the 
streets in the Immediate vicinity of the 
club rooms awaiting the arrival of the 
club's principal gtiests. They reached 
there about 9 o'clock and were greeted 
with the hnuah of the crowd.

Canadian Crnlsara Find It Diaianlt to 

Prevent the Influx of Whlitfcy — Three 

Sch(>iiiii:r« Cnptiii'i-tl Mn<l Thoiiitandt oi 
Uollnrs Worth of Goods 8aiB«<l. 

Quebec, Jnly 82.— Bloodshed is feared 
on the lower St. Lawrence river be- 
tween the reveime forces of the Domin- 
ion govi riinieiit and ihe band of whisky 
amugtclers. who liave so long carried on 
the snnij,'Lcling trade in tlie waters ol 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Information 
was received that Captain Joseph 
Bouchard, the recognized chief of the 
smugglers left the free port of St. 
Pierre, tlie capital of the I-lands of St. 
PieiTe and Micpielon in the fast sailin;; 
schooner laden with fOO.OfXl worth ot 
smuggled spirits, and four other loaded 
Ecliounurs followed him. 

The revenue cutter Constance watched 
at the mouth of the 8t Lawrence, and 
on July 8, Bondiard's schooner was 
sighted. He showed flght, however, and 
the Constance put into Rfanonakl for 
reinforcements. Bouchard escaped, 
however, and gat into the Isleof Condre, 
fifty miles below Quebec, where he dis- 
posed of his entire cargo. Three of the 
other schooners were captured within 
the past few dajrs, and cargoes valued at 
over |oO,000 confiscated. 

Three cruisers will at once be sent to 
the Isle of Condre to capture Bouchard 
who, with the crew of fifty desperadoes, 
will make strong resistance. Qovem- 
ment tug Florence attemiited to arrest 
him yesterday but was repulsed. Bou- 
chard's retTOat is the small island with 
unnavigable waters on the north and 
west sides, with the narrow bar leading 
into high cliffs on the south ode. His 
crew are ashore among the cUSa, and in 
a position to prevent tne landing of the 
force of men. Two other smugglers are 
reportsd on their way up the nver and 
the cruiser ha.s been sent after tfaam. 

Uepot Oprned. 

H.xMBURU, July 82.— The large depot 
specially erected by the Hamburg- 
American Packet company for the ac- 
commodation of emigrants, and in order 
to prevent tne embarkation of emigrants 
who who would lie prohibited from land* 
ing in the United States, was opened 
yesterday, (ieneral Spaulding, as secre- 
tary of tne United States treasury, ar- 
rived here last week and inspected the 
dei>oib, which will hold 1,500 emigrants. 
Its cost was )!i35,00O. Under the new 
orner issued by the dty autiioritiea all 
through emigrants in the dqpot will re- 
main under supervision of doctors until 
they embark. 

Muiiut Ktiiu l^rupticinii. 

Rome, JqIv 22.— Dispatches from Ca- 
tania say that the eruptions at Mount 
Etna are increasing in violence. A 
fresh stream of lava pours down the 
mountain and is ai)proadiing Nicolosia, 
wthering trees and burning huts along 
its path. Tlie people of Is icolosia pass 
most of the day in prayer before the 
church, fearing to enter it on account of 
the continued earthqoakes. Some of the 
shocks were fdt even In Syracuse.

Tbe Secretary of State Gives Some In- 
stractlODS Regarding It. 



iBfOTtant Provisions to Be Observed 
By Oficeri and Voters 
AiW«U. 



The County Court of each county ahall, 
on or before the August term of said 

court, divide the .Instire's districts int& 
election precincts and establiah the name 
or numbeir, boandartea and place of vot- 
ing, as prescribed in article 2, section 1. 
It is BUffgested that the baundarien of 
theaa predncta and place of voting in 
each prerinct firut established under this 
law.ehall be given pubhi ity as early after 
the action of the County Court as posii- 
sible. At the August term the County 
Court shall select the election officers. 

No person shall be elijfible as aii elec- 
tion officer who haa anything of value bet 
or wagered on the reault of the election, 
or who is a candidati" to be voted for at 
•neh election, or who is unable to read 
and write the Engliah language. 

The Slieriff sliall u'lve written notice to 
the officers of election of their selection 
by the Cotinty Court. 

If the office of Shoriflf is vacant, or if 
the SherifT or his deputy is a candidate 
at any election, the duties imposed upon 
the Sheriff" shall be performed by tlie 
Coroner, or in hia abaenre or candidacy, 
by some peraon appointed by the County 
Judge. 

It shall be the duty of the Sheriff to 
aecure in each election precinct a suitable 
room in which to hold the election, and 
to provide therein a suAcient number of 

bodtliH or (■i)my>artiuehts in whioh TOters 
shall mark their ballots. 

He shall provide ballot boxes, as pre- 
scribed in article 3, section 23. 

In all elections hereafter held in this 
State on any subject which may by law 
be submitted to a vote of the people, and 
for all or any State, district, county or 
municipal officers, except school trustees 
and other common school district (Isc- 
tions, the voting shall be by secret official 
ballots. It Hhall be the «luty of the 
County Clerk to prepare these ballots, 
which shall conform to the model de- 
ecribed in article 3, section 15. 

He shall oausa to be printed tliercon 
thf names of the candidates nominated 
by the convention or primary elections of 
the various political parlies, and also 
those who may be petitioned for as pro- 
vided in article 3, sections 8 and 9. 

In prejiaring the ballots the County 
Clerk sliall cause sucli candidates' names 
to be printed under some suitable device 
or title, and arrange the names compos- 
ing the various tickets in parallel col- 
umns, in such order as the Secretary oi 
State may direct, preferences being given 
to the tidcet casting the highest vote at 
the preceding olt>ction. The device of 
«ach party shall be Inoloaed in a square 
of not less than one inch on each side, 
and shall be placed at the head of the list 
of candidates of the i)arty. Immediately 
under it shall be placed the name or title 
of the party ticlcet ; and immediately un- 
•^er the name or title, the list of candi- 
dates of the party, the name of each can- 
didate having immediately on its right a 
small sijuare, laige enough to contain the 
cross-mark* by which the voter is re- 
'quired to designate his vote. Under. 

, neafh the name (jf each candidate shall 
be left a blank space large enough to con- 
tain a written name. 

The County Clerk shall cause to be 
printed, bound and ready for diotribu- 
tion, not less than three days l>efore an 
election, one book of stubs and ballots, 
as described above, for each voting pre- 
cinct, and to distribute same within such 
:three days to the varioua clerka of auch 
eledton, and also provide a snffldant 
number iol black ink stencils, sample bal- 
lots and cardi of instructions. 

Ooonty Clerks should note that the fac- 
simile of their signature must be printed 
on the back of each ballot. This must be 
secured from some engraver in ample 
time for the printing of the ballots. 

In all elections by voters of tbe entire 
State, the Secretary of .State will furnish 
to the County Clerks the names of all 
candidates entitled to have their names 
printed on the official ballots, the device 
under which the same shall be printed, 
and the order in which same shdl be ar- 
ranged. 

Cards of instructions must be provided 
by the County Clerks for the guidance of 

voters ;ii preparing their ballots. Hee 
article '6, section 21. These cards should 
be printed in bold Roman type, not 

enialler than ;;reat primer. Eight of 
these shall be furnished for each election 
precinct. For the convenience of clerks 
the following form is suggested : . 

"First Any peraon desiring to vote 
must enter the voting room and give his 
name and residence, if requested, to the 
derk. If he is entitled to vote, the clerk 
shall then give hfm one ballot, to ho in- 
•doraed by the clerk's name in writing, 



and shall give explanation of the manner 
of voting on reijaestof the voter. 

" Second— After receiving tlie ballot, 
the voter mast forthwith retire alone to 

one of the voting booths and prepare his 
ballot by making a croiis-mark in tlie 
square opposite the name of the candi- 
date of his choice. .\ stencil witli a X 
(cross) thereon will be provided in tacli 
voting booth for the voter. In case of a 
question submitted to the vote of the 
people, the cross-mark should be marked 
against the answer which the voter desires 
to give. Should the voter desire to vote for 
each and every candidate of one party he 
■hall stamp tlie cross-mark in the large 
■quare at the top of the ballot containing 
the device or emblem nnder which the 
names of all candidates of the said i)arty 
ate printed,;and the vote so marked shall 
be counted for all the candidates 
under that title. Except that when so 
marked the voter may make the cross- 
mark after tiie name of one or more can- 
didates of any other parties, and this 
\ ote shall be counted for the candidate 
80 marked, ami shall not be counted for 
the candidate for the same otfice on the 
ticket of the party first marked. 

" If the voter mark more names than 
tliere are persons to be elected to an 
office, his vote shall not be counted for 
that office. The voter may vote for any 
qualified person for an ollice to be ti,lled. 
A |)Iankline is provided under the name 
of every candidate printed on the ballot. 
The voter can write, in lilack pencil mark, 
on this blank line the name of the i>erson 
for whom he desires to vote, and shall 
stamp the cross-mark in the square oppo- 
site on the ri'.'lit, but no printed name 
should be marked out."
